We have approximately 1,000 signatures on the 


petition to Congressman Oren Harris to stop the 
$500,000 Hope Post Office project — a majority of 
any primary election vote in the city — and it is 
probable that this federal deal is tied up indefinitely. 
The petition campaign will go on until we are con- 
vinced practically every adult in Hope has been 


•- 
interviewed. Signers must live in Hope — if we 
were to accept signatures from the rural county, 
where hostility to the project is even greater, the 
current total would be double our report. 


What does a country newspaper editor have to 


say when he discovers that in a community fight 
the city government, the chamber of commerce, 
and the merchants 
association, are all arrayed 


against him? 


This was disclosed in a large advertisement in 


The Star January 10.

That advertisement endorsing 
the Post Office 


project presented the very evidence calculated to 
defeat its objective. Here we learned for the first 
time that the reason the present post office — one 
of the finest buildings in Hope — has to be aband- 
oned in favor of new construction at a new loca- 
tion outside the business district is because of a 
vast new expansion of the postal department's 
mail-handling system. 


You will think instantly, as this writer does, of 


the 
much-publicized "Zip Code" which 
federal 


( 
planners and spenders palmed off on an unsuspect- 
ing public in the past year. 


They told us of the wonders of the "Zip Code 


— what they didn't tell us was that this would in- 
volve untold millions of dollars expenditure for new 
Post Office plants in practically every county-seat 
town in America. 


And all this was carefully and secretly planned 


at a time when the federal government's debt was 
more than 300 billion dollars and the annual budget 
deficit was 6 billion.

Therefore the true issue is not the Hope Post 


Office project but the "Zip Code" and its bureau- 
cratic planners — and this betrayal of the taxpay- 
ers' interest is something Congress should look into. 


As for the position taken by the Hope city govern- 


ment, the chamber of commerce, and the merchants 
association — this is a fight at'the community level 
on a question directly affecting America's strength 
and safety, and all sides are entitled to be heard.

Panama Issue Older Than 
President; Traces Back to 
Teddy Roosevelt's Days

WASHINGTON (AP) — Presi- 


dent Johnson inherited a Pana- 
manian mess older than he is. 
It starts with President Theo- 
dore Roosevelt who contemptu- 
ously called Latin Americans 
"dagos." 


Immediate cause of the Canal 


Zone riots in which more than 
two dozen Americans and Pana- 
manians have been killed was a 
dispute over placing the Pana- 
manian flag beside the Ameri- 
can flag in the zone. 


Such killings for such a rea 


son may look like idiocy 100 
years from now if by then the 
world is more civilized and flag 
placing is considered a job for 
landscape gardeners. 


But here the causes run deep 


and all the way back to 1903: 
Cupidity, stupidity, nationalism 


failed to this day to dissipiate it 
entirely." 


The treaty granted the United 


States 'in perpetuity the use, 
occupation and control of the 
zone of land (10 miles wide)" 
from Atlantic to Pacific. 


In time "perpetuity" became 


a cancer to Panamanians. How 
come the United States could 
move in on Latin American 
countries like this? Roosevelt 
explained it in what is called his 
corollary to the Monroe Doc 
trine.

Diplomatic sources said it had 


not been decided whether the 
peace-keeping group would use 
military or civilian forces to po- 
lice the border area. It was said 
earlier that troops from both 
the United States and Panama 
might make up the patrols. 


Edwin M. Martin, U.S. assist* 


ant secretary of state, repre- 
sented the United States in the 
OAS negotiations and told news- 
men a 1:55 a.m.: "We have 
made reasonable progress." 


Galileo Soils, Panamanian for-

Court only approved an order 
by Justice George Rose Smith 
awhich freed the two attorneys, 
Bernard M. Rosen and James 
0. Garner, after they had spent 
nearly 24 hours in jail. 


Circuit Judge Guy Amsler sen- 


tenced Rosen to 10 days and 
Garner to five days for con- 
tempt after a hearing last week 
and refused to allow them to 
post bond. 


T h e alleged

charge stemmed from a Dec. 19 
case in Amsler's court involv- 
ing an automobile accident dam- 
age claim. 


The jury awarded a $20,000 


judgment against the Victor In- 
surance Co. in the case. 
The 


lawyers represented Victor. 


The court reversed an order 


revoking the medical license of 
Dr. OHn Joseph Hake of Taylor 
(Columbia County) and ordered 
the state Medical Board to con- 
duct another hearing in the 
case.

NORMAN, Okla. (AP) - Dr.

WASHINGTON (AP) - Rob- 


ert F. Kennedy says he will 
stay on as attorney general and 
do whatever President Johnson 
and the Democratic party ask 
him to in the presidential cam- 
paign. 


Beyond that, the future of the 


38-year-old brother of s l a i n 
President John F. Kennedy re- 
mains uncharted. 


"I'll certainly stay on through 


the election," he said in an in- 
terview. "I don't know what 
I'm going to do when that's 
over." 


Kennedy deftly engineered his 


brother's successful campaign 
in 1960. Would he do as much 
for Johnson, who fought John 
Kennedy for the Democratic 
nomination that year? 


"I'll be available to work in 


the campaign," he replied in- 
stantly. "Nobody's said any- 
thing to me about it yet, but 
I'll do whatever anybody—the 
President or the Democratic 
National Committee—feels will 
be helpful." 


Kennedy, until today, had 


made no statements for publica- 
tion about his plans since an 
assassin took his brother's life 
in Dallas Nov. 22.

An $80,000 survey released 


Wednesday 
apparently con- 


firmed what automobile repair- 
men have suspected all along:

The study was conducted by

Public Holds 
Cigarette 
Issue Key 


By JOHN BARBOUR 


WASHINGTON (AP) — The 


American smoker—still linger- 
ing over the grim facts of a fed- 
eral report branding cigarettes 
a health hazard—is center stage 
to a big audience this week. 


Legislators, investors, tobacco 


growers, cigarette manufactur- 
ers, legal and health authorities 
want to know first and 
fore- 


most: Will he quit or not? Will 
he cut down? What will happen 
to cigarette sales? 


Just how loud will the public 


reaction to the federal report 
be? 


On those questions hinge a 


number of important decisions 
in coming days: 


The tobacco companies have 


been invited to meet with the 
Television Code Review Board 
in Miami Beach Jan. 22-23. Sub- 
ject: The federal report and 
what it means to cigarette ad- 
vertising on television. 


The American Cancer Soci- 


ety's board of directors meets 
this month to assess education- 
al campaigns against cigarette 
smoking, called by the federal 
report the major cause of lung 
cancer, the leading fatal malig- 
nancy in men. 


Several bills will be intro- 


duced designed to better arm 
federal agencies to regulate the 
sale and" advertising of ciga- 
rettes and to force the caution- 
ary labeling of cigarettes as po- 
tentially hazardous. 


Federal courts may be the 


scene of another test of the sci- 
entific report. Will it encourage 
further damage suits against 
tobacco companies by lung can- 
cer victms? 
Will it improve 


their chance of collecting? 


The new report—14 months in 


the making — cited cigarette 
smoking as the major cause of 
lung cancer, a significant cause 
of cancer of the larynx, and as- 
sociated it with a number of 
other cancers from those of the 
oral cavity to the bladder. 


And there was an association 


—but not yet a proof of cause- 
between cigarettes and heart 
and blood, vessel disease, and 
peptic ulcers. 


So strong is the evidence of 


health hazard, the committee 
said, that it called for corrective 
action. 


The surgeon general's Advi- 


sory Committee on Smoking and 
Health surprised most observers 
with the strength of its denun- 
ciation of cigarette smoking. 
Even an official of the Ameri- 
can Cancer Society, long an ene- 
my of cigarettes, said he was 
pleasantly 
surprised 
by the 


forthrightness of the report.
